Key "West, March 23.—The report of 


the court o£ inquiry into the Maine dis- 
aster left here yesterday in the cus- 
tody of Lieutenant Commander Marix. 
judge advocate. If the train connec- 
tions are made he will arrive in Wash- 
ington with the document tomorrow 
night. Whether the report v/ill meet 
with the approval of the navy depart- 
ment is a matter of conjectuure. Even 
Rear Admiral Sicard declines to proph- 
esy. The general opinion of naval offi- 
cers here, however, is that the navy 
department will quickly approve the 
findings and publicly convey them to 
the nation with as little delay as pos- 
sible. 


Within the last few days a minority 


sentiment has ben steadily growing 
that the court has been unable to de- 
termine definitely the cause of the ex- 
plosion. Still, it is true that a major- 
ity hold to the conviction that the re- 
port will find and prove that the Maine 
was blcysrn up intentially.

Lieutenant Commander Marix boarded 
the steamer City of Key West and 
sailed for Miami at 4:30 yesterday af- 
ternoon, with the court's findings safe- 
ly stowed away in state room No. 16.

Among those summoned was Charles 
R. Flint, wlio has been acting for the 
government in the purchase of ships. 
Mr. Flint declared that neither Chile 
nor the Argentine Republic have any 
desire to sell any war vessels, but 
would gladly part with them if they 
are needed by this government. This 
was in reference to reports about the 
Chilean warship O'Higgi&s and the 
Argentine ship Martino. 


Beyond the Amazonas, her sister 


ship, Abreuall, and the ^acht May- 
flower, no ipurchase of ships have 
been made by the navy department. 
A number of fleet steam yachts owned 
in the United States are being offered 
to the department, and it- is probable 
that some of these will be purchased. 
Secretary Long takes the view that 
failing to secure the torpedo boat de- 
stroyers he wants the beat plan is for 
him to equip some of these speedy 
boats with torpedo tubes and light bat- 
teries and improvise torpedo boats. 


The semi-official statement given out 


at Madrid advancing the government 
view that a demand fort, iademnity 
based on Spanish responsibility for the 
Maine explosion would be • indignantly 
repelled by Spain attracted much in- 
terest in official circles. There has been 
little doubt for some time that Spain 
was preparing for the contingency of 
an adverse report by the American 
court of inquiry, and to that end was 
preparing to anticipate and offset it 
by making clear the government pol- 
icy of standing by the report of the 
Spanish commission. 


Along with the semi-official state- 


ment from Madrid that a demand for 
indemnity will be indignantly repelled, 
is the further statement from reliable 
sources that Spain has made it clear to 
the authorities here that Intervention 
may lead to war. 


The senate held but a brief session on 


Monday. After adjournment the Cuban 
question was freely discussed, and the 
belief was expressed that the adminis- 
tration would take decided action with- 
in the next ten davs. Some say that 
Intervention will follow the report of 
the board of inquiry, while others be-

Havana, March 23.—Chaplain Chid- 


wick has completed his mortuary re- 
port, which shows that 257 men and 
two officers perished in the Maine 
catastrophe, six succumbed to their 
injuries while lying in the San Am- 
brosio hospital here, one died on the 
Spanish transport Colon, 171 bodies 
have been recovered from the wreck, 
of which 61 have been identified, and 
of these 161 have been buried ia Colon 
cemetery and 11 at Key West.

Is the official report, made public, after 
careful correction, for the first time. 


It is probable that many more identi-

Government Clerk Said to Have Is- 


sued Bogus Time Checks, 


STEALINGS ESTIMATED AT $300,000 


Genuine Chocks Were Given 1m 


Return For Government Work on tlie> 
Upper Mississippi 


L- With the Bogus Ones, We*e Cashed!. 


Washington, March 23.— Information 


has reached the government, through 
a number of banks at St. Paul, Minn., 
that during the past year and more 
these and other nearby banks have 
been made' the victims of colossal 
frauds through the suspected collusion. 
of government clerks connected with 
the commission having in charge the~ 
improvements on the Upper Mississippi* 
river. 
The statements submitted by 


the banks indicate that $300,000 or more 
has been procured from them through. 
fraudulent time checks for services 
never performed. Copies of some of, 
these time checks are said to be signed- 
by J. H. Southall, chief clerk of the 
United States engineer's office at St. 
Paul, and are dated at different times: 
during the year 1897. Others, it is- 
understood, are dated in 1896. The 
government will begin a searching in- 
vestigation at once. 


St. Paul, March 23. — Just how great 


the loss through the government time 
check fraud may prove to be cannot 
be known until an examination of the 
books of the engineering department 
has shown which checks are good and. 
which false. About three weeks ago. 
the local banks, which first became in-- 
terested through some Hartford, Conn.,, 
holders of the paper, began an in- . 
vestigation and became satisfied that 
the amount of checks out was far in 
excess of the money appropriated by 
the government to carry on the work 
of the Upper Mississippi river.

posit the money in his own name and 
take up the checks with his individual 
checks. 


By doing this for a period of 15 years;

W ashington, March 23.—Aside from 
the visit of survivors of the Maine 
disaster to the president last Saturday 
there was nothing new in the situation 
beyond a report from 
Havana 
that

v In Cuba, w as endeavoring to secure a 


1 conference w ith the insurgent leaders 
. looking to a cessation of hostilties by 
allowing to the island the sam e method 
of self governm ent allowed to Canada 
by Great Britain, retaining only Spam- 
ish suzerainty. 
This liberal offer is 
proposed by the autonomists, but the 
report that it was authorized by the 
Spanish government is 
not 
verified. 
Should the conference take place, which 
is 
unlikely, 
the 
Insurgents 
would 
| doubtless reject the offer. 


On Sunday President McKinley did 
not attend church, as is his custom, 
but spent several, hours In consulta­ 
tion with cabinet m inisters and others. 
Am ong those summoned w as Charles 
R. Flint, who has been acting for the 
governm ent in the purchase of ships. 
Mr. Flint declared that neither Chile 
nor the Argentine Republic have any 
desire to sell 
any w ar vessels, but 
would gladly part w ith them if they 
are needed by this government. 
This 
w as in reference to reports about the 
Chilean warship O’H iggins and the 
Argentine ship Martino. 


Beyond the 
Amazonas, her 
sister 
ship, Abreuall, and the Jaeht M ay­ 
flower, no purchase 
of 
ships 
have 
been made by the n avy department. 
A number of fleet steam yachts owned 
in the United States are being offered 
to the department, and it is probable 
that some of these will be purchased. 
Secretary Long takes the view that 
failing to secure the torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers he w ants the best plan is for 
him to equip some of these 
speedy 
boats with torpedo tubes and light bat­ 
teries and improvise torpedo boats. 


The semi-official statem ent given out 
at Madrid advancing the government 
view that

based on Spanish responsibility for the 
Maine explosion would be • indignantly 
repelled by Spain attracted much in­ 
terest in official circles. There has been 
little doubt for some time that Spain 
w as preparing for the contingency of 
an adverse report by ihe American 
court of inquiry, and to that end w as 
preparing to anticipate and offset it 
by m aking clear the government pol­ 
icy of standing by the report of the 
Spanish commission. 


A long with the semi-official state­ 
m ent from Madrid that a demand for 
indemnity will be indignantly repelled, 
is the further statem ent from reliable 
sources that Spain has made it clear to 
the authorities here that intervention 
m ay lead to war. 


The senate held but a brief session on 
Monday. After adjournment the Cuban 
question w as freely discussed, and the 
belief was expressed that the adm inis­ 
tration would take decided action w ith­ 
in the next ten davs.

Government Clerk Said to Have Is­ 
sued Bogus Time Checks. 


STEALINGS ESTIMATED AT $300,000 


G enuine Checks W ero G iven tm 
R eturn For G overn m ent W ork on the» 
Upper M ississip pi R iver, an^ These« 
i' W ith th e Bojeus Ones, \Vofro Cashed* 


W ashington, March 23.—Inform ation 
has reached the government, through 
a number of banks at St. Paul, Minn , 
that during the past year and more 
these and other nearby banks have 
been 
made' the 
victim s 
of 
colossal 
frauds through the suspected collusion 
of governm ent clerks connected with 
the com mission having in charge the 
improvements on the Upper Mississippi 
river. 
The statem ents submitted by 
the banks indicate that $300,000 or more 
has been procured from them through 
fraudulent time checks for services 
never performed. 
Copies of some of 
these time checks are said to be signed 
by J. H. Southall, chief clerk of the 
United States engineer's office at St. 
Paul, and are dated at different tim es 
during the jrear 1S97. 
Others, 
it 
is 
understood, are dated in 1896. 
The 
government will begin a searching in­ 
vestigation at once. 


St. Paul, March 23.—Just how great 
the loss through the governm ent tim e 
check fraud m ay prove to be cannot 
be known until an examination of tin* 
books of the engineering department 
has shown which checks are good and 
which false. 
About three weeks age 
the local banks, which first became in­ 
terested through som e Hartford, Conn., 
holders of the paper, began 
an in -. 
vestigation and became satisfied that 
the am ount of checks out w as far in 
excess of the m oney appropriated by 
the government to carry on the work 
of the Upper Mississippi river. 


After several interviews with Souih- 
all, in which it is claimed that he tri* d 
to prove that there w as nothing in the* 
claims, it is said that he finally a d ­ 
mitted that fully 25 per cent of the 
checks that are now outstanding are 
worthlessr^ 


To protect them selves the banks at 
once took the stand that the govern­ 
ment, having adopted a scheme for the 
paym ent of the workmen by it that 
enabled an employe to defraud the 
banks and other innocent purchasers 
of the papers, should be compelled to 
stand the loss. i*he filing of the claim s 
of the banks for the paym ent of the 
entire amount of the checks was mc.1e 
in W ashington, with the result thai 
the matter became public. 


J. H. Southall has been employed by 
the government for a period of more 
than 15 years up to six m onths ago. 
A t that time he resigned the p o s it io n 
of chief clerk of the engineering d e­ 
partment in this city, being succeeded 
by J. D. Dushane. It was announced 
at the time that Southall retired from 
the position of» clerk that he had m ade 
considerable m oney in a speculation 
in corn, and that he intended in the 
future to devote his entire time to th e 
stock market. 


H is duties while he w as acting as 
clerk were to keep the tim e as turned 
In by the foreman of the pay that w as 
due the workmen, and to pay them off 
in these time checks. The checks were 
often bought up in large numbers hv 
speculators, were cashed by banks and 
were held until the governm ent was 
prepared to meet the bills, when South­ 
all would receive a rem ittance dire* t 
from W ashington and would then de­ 
posit the money In his own name and 
take up the checks with his individuu! 
checks. 


B y doing this for a period of 15 years 
his signature becam e perfectly w* .1 
known to all banks in this vicinity, 
and his credit, w ith the govei'nmei : 
back of the paper that he issued, wa * 
considered as good as a government 
bond. 


Of the $300,000 or $400,000 worth 
tim e checks known to be outstanding 
probably less than one-fourth was held 
by banks, and some of these were held 
by them for individuals. 
Two local 
banks which failed 35 m onths ago hetd 
over $20,000, and nearly as much moi«* 
w as held by a Hartford, Conn., ban . 
One man in W isconsin, whose n an . 
could not be learned, had bought $64,0 
wurth of the checks, and $40,000 mo: 
had been taken as a good personal h 
vestm ent by a St. Paul capitalist, 
3 i 
sm aller amounts the time checks a* 
understood to be held all over tl 
country, and it will be some tim e befo- • 
the full amount can be learned.

Ararious 
trap doors in the floor open into re- 
ceptacles for ice, a provision cellar, 
etc. Arrangements are made for an 
operating chamber and there is even a 
small chapel for religious worship.

The elaborate precautions which are 


taken to protect European sovereigns 
in traveling contrast curiously with 
the simplicity with which the presi- 
dent of the United States moves 
about.

both highways and railroads. He is 
always preceded on ordinary roads by 
guards who go ahead of him and beat 
the bushes and look out for any anar- 
chist who may lie in wait for him. 


When the czar travels along any 


railway line the road is patrolled for 
days before by armed guards. 
They 


are stationed regularly throughout the 
entire distance at intervals of 200 
yards. 
Up to the day the train is

A little further along on this deck 
is the “ sentry over the brig,” for tho 
brig is the ship’s prison, where, in 
complete solitude, and on a bread and 
water diet, an offender can meditate 
and seethe error of his ways. 


In the forecastle the sentry keejjs 
order among the crew, and an occasion­ 
al eye on that fishing boat '-drifting 
down with the tide. 
Jack sometimes 
goes fishing and makes queer hauls. 
With a coin as a bait, he drops over 
his line, gets a nibble, hauls in a little 
brown bottle—and doesn’t show his 
catch to the sentry. 


And so the marine does the sentry 
duty of the ship—and this explains 
the ill-feeling that has existed from 
time immemorial between bluejacket 
and marine. 


However, there are other things to 
be done besides the sentry-go. 
The 
marines are a company of infantry and 
form the advanced guard in operations 
ashore; they light a battery of guns as 
artillerist« aboard ship, they clean 
ship, they coal ship, they paint ship 
and their work is never through. 


Then there are troublous times in 
one of our South American neighbors. 
The country is in a state of revolution, 
in the cities law and order are sus­ 
pended, save the law of the machete. 
One does not venture out on the street 
unless heavily armed and with a guard. 
The American women and children are 
gathered under the ihig of the United 
States consulate or legation. 
There 
is a soldier in a blue uniform on guard 
at the entrance; there are many of 
them within, sometimes bivouacking 
on the patio, shaded from a broiling 
sun, at other times shivering beside a 
fire in the compound. 
These soldiers 
are the same marines and their ship is 
in the harbor not far away. 


Preventing 
looting, 
suppressing 
fires, burying the dead,such was their 
duty alter the bombardment of Alex­ 
andria. For tho manner in which they 
did their duty look for the letter of 
Lord Charles Beresford in the files of 
the British Admiralty olliees. 


It is quite an interesting and pretty 
sight to watch the ceremonies which 
taico place on board ship on the ar­ 
rival of a high official, such as an 
ambassador, an admiral, a general, or 
a consul. 
As the cutter dashes uj) to 
the side, with spray flying from the 
oars, tho ship’s bugle sounds “Atten­ 
tion.” 
The side boys oiler the man 
ropes as the oflicial steps on the gang­ 
way, and the captain receives him as 
he steps on the quarter deck. 
As the 
two walk aft the marine officer, in 
quick sharp tones, 
commands, “pre­ 
sent arms,” and the whole marine 
guard, drawn up in line on the port 
side of the quarter deck, bring their 
rifles up in salute, while the bugle 
sounds a flourish and tliOHlrum a roll, 
one for iv commodore, two for an ad­ 
miral, three for an ambassador, and 
four for the president. 
The marines 
on a ship are, collectively, called the 
guard, and the ceremony is called 
parading the guard. 
It takes place 
on the arrival and departure of any 
utficial of rank. 
If the oflicial does 
not \isit the ship, it takes place when 


A H ospital Car. 


This country is used to forging 
ahead in the way of improvements, but 
in one respect Belgium lias distanced 
us* 


In that land, according to a corre­ 
spondent of the Chicago New*s, they 
have what is known as the hospital 
car, and when a serious railway acci­ 
dent occurs the car may be run to the 
spot, where the wounded may be 
picked up and carried to the nearest 
large city for treatment, instead of 
waiting hours for the arrival of sur­ 
geons. 


Again, the car can be used to trans­ 
port large companies of invalids from 
place to place at certain seasons of the 
year. 
Tho interior of the car is di­ 
vided into a main compartment, a 
corridor on one side and two small 
rooms at the end. 


The hospital proper is in the larger 
compartment; it contains twenty-four 
isolated beds on steel tubes hung from 
powerful springs. 
Each patient lies 
in front of two little window’s which 
may be opened or closed at will. Each 
bed is provided with a little movable 
table to hold all objects required. 


On the outside of 
the hos2)ital 
chamber the corridor leads us to the 
the linen closet and the doctors de­ 
partment, in which -there is a huge 
cupboard used for drugs, surgical in­ 
struments aud a folding bed. Various 
trap doors in the floor open into re^ 
ceptacles for ice, a jjrovision cellar, 
etc. Arrangements are made for an 
operating chamber and there is even a 
small chapel for religious worship.

How Rulers Travel. 


The elaborate precautions which are 
taken to protect European sovereigns 
in traveling contrast curiously with 
the simplicity with which the.presi­ 
dent of the United States moves 
about. 
The kaiser of Germany has 
patrols along all the roads he use3, 
both highways and railroads. 
He is 
always preceded on ordinary roads by 
guards who go ahead of him and beat 
the bushes and look-out for any anar­ 
chist who may lie in wait for him. 


When the czar travels along any 
railway line the road is patrolled for 
days before by armed guards. 
They 
are stationed regularly throughout the 
entire distance at intervals of 200 
yards. 
Up to the day the train is 
scheduled to pass they are allowed to 
take it 
easy, carrying their rifles 
meanwhile slung over their shoulders. 
Six hours before the passage of the 
imperial train they shoulder their 
rifles and march briskly up and down 
the track. 


An hour before the imperial train 
passes tho 
guards aro required to 
stand with their backs toward the 
train and to allow no one to pass with­ 
in less than one hundred yards of the 
track uutil ten minutes after the royal 
train has passed. 
Should any one at­ 
tempt to approach, the guards are 
directed to challenge them, and if they 
continue to approach they have orderF 
to fire with intent to kill.—New York 
World.

little German is their master. 
Herr 


Wolfschiag's system is as unique as is 
his queer establishment. 
He teaches 


his canaries to sing by machinery, and 
his odd piece of mec'janism i<; tho only 
thing of its kind in existence. 
The 


idea is Woli'schlag's and the machine 
is the result of his own handiwork. A 
young canary, the master of the aviary 
told me when I called at his establish- 
ment the other day. will not sing with- 
out instruction, and he has hit upon a 
novel plan of teaching. 


Fully two huncli ed canaries occupied 


the large room of Herr Wolfschiag's 
residence, all singing at the tops of 
their little lungs. These birds are all 
over six months old, and were beiug 
instructed in vocalism. 
On the top 


floor, as I afterward discovered, were 
as many more, too young to receive 
instruction, but awaiting the hour of 
their graduation 
into the singing 


classes. 


Herr Wolfschiag's 
invention 
is 


unique. He says there are other per- 
sons who have a systematic method of 
teaching birds to sing, but that is 
only iu one key, while his has a regu- 
lar range of notes. 


The method by which the birds are 


taught is to place them at a proper 


e in cages opposite to what must 


properly be termed the singing appa- 
ratus. 
This is worked by water "and 


air force. It is a cylinder, compris- 
ing an air tank. 
The water forces the 


air through a number of pipes, which 
ire placed inside the cylinder, and in 
,liis way a peculiarly sweet chorus of 
sounds resembling the trills, of the 
:anary is created. 


There is nothing harsh or mechani- 


cal iu this uoise, which has a soft and 
natural sound. It has nine variations, 
ust as a singing canary has nine dif- 
erent tones. 
They are produced by 


•f turning the water on uecessarv 


o move the air upward at a pressure 
which can be varied in order to modu- 
late the sound. 
A large number of 


small cages in which the pupils are 
placed stand directly in front of the 
apparatus on the opposite side of the 
room. 


The parent birds do "not teach their 


yottng to sing, Herr Wolfschlag in- 
formed me; hence the necessity for 
human instruction. Wolfschlag made 
a business of raising and training the 
birds for twenty-two years in Germany 
before coming here. There his appa- 
ratus had but one note. 
When he 


came over here, nine years ago, he 
brought a number of the best varie- 
ty of singers, known as the royal trill- 
ers, or warblers. 
All his birds are 


clescened from this stock, and he de- 
votes himself exclusively to their care. 
He does not get such good prices for 
his birds here as on the other side, 
where $40 is a common price for a 
good singer. 


Most of the inhabitants of the Hartz 


mountains are woodsmen, and are very 
fond of their canaries. 
Even starva- 


tion would not induce some of them 
to part with their pets. 
They have 


been raised in the Hartz district for 
over three hundred years, and, having 
known nothing but captivity, are as 
happy in their cages as if they were 
free. 
In most of the leading cities of 


Europe there are annual shows for 


their places. The birds must bo rained 
here from acclimated stock, iu order 
to reach perfection. 


"The more different tones the bird 


can sing the more valuable it is. A 
hundred separate tones can be pro- 
duced from my machine, but thu life i 
of a canary would not permit of it 
mastering so ninny. 
Tho birds live 


only from rive to woven years. 
In or- 


der to accustom them to 'ing in a 
bright light, and whore persons are 
present, wo turn oa elect) ic lij;ht ami 
start the machiuo gradually, getting 
them used to sinking at any time in 
this manner. 
Although they naturally

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A SAND-STORM IN THE DESERT- 


The Heat I« StiflVM.-Htiug; and the Saud Cuts 


the SUiii Uke Kniven. 


Mr. E. Tnlbot Kelly writes and il- 


lustrates an article entitled "My Be- 
douin Friends," for the Century.* Mr. 
Kelly says of the dreaded saud-storm: 


The air is hot and sulphurous, while 


the sun becomes lurid and sickly in 
its glare. 
At lirst the hot wind comes j 


iu slight puffs, like breaths from a 
kiln, but each moment it increases iu 
velocity, carrying with it more and 
more line drift-sand, which, blinding 
the eyes and choking the lungs, grad- 
ually produces a most distressing 
feeling of depression and suffocation. 
By 
degrees, as 
the storm gains 


strength, little spliuters of rock and 
small pebbles are lifted up and hurled 
at one like hailstones, cutting the skiri 
like knives, until eyes and ears are 
full of blood, unless; one has been able 
to protect himself against the blast. 
The native cufia, or silk scarf, wrapped 
around the head and face, and leaving 
only the eyes exposed, is the most 
effective protection, but the heat is

the best singers. 
It is of this Hartz 


mountain bird-raisi ig and bird-loving 
stock that Herr Wolfschlag comes. 


In the course of our conversation 


he said:—"There are certain birds 
•which do better in certain sections, 
and I know the proper ones to send 
to the hot or o-rl climates, because I 
study them from birth, and act as 
physician as well as trainer to them. 
I have formulas of my own for treat- 
ing the various complaints to which 
they are subject. 
Bacon and honey 


should be given to them when they 
are hoarse. 


"The birds thrive best at a temper- 


ature of 80 degrees, and should be fed 
on bard boiled eggs, chopped up fine, 
•with which must be mixed canary, 
hemp and rape seed. 
The canary seed 


alone fattens them too much. They 
should not be given too innch water, 
and an ingenious apparatus which I 
import from Germany, is used by me, 
which allows them ouJy to get a cer- 
tain quantity at a time when thirsty. 
The water, if taken too freely, injures 
their voices. 


"The best place for ihe canary in 


cold weather.is near a stove in a place 
free from draughts. It is essential to 
have the breed of the female of the 
highest possible strain. 
The breed- 


ing seasoa commences on February 1. 
and stops at the end of -Tune. 
When 


losing Iheir feathers nnder the hatch- 
ing process the birds also lose their 
singing powers. 
By 1ii<" time the old 


birds b.-ne lost their plumage, which 
Unfits the.11 for sincinir, the voices of 
the young ones have lieen trained to 


iciian, au<l they ai e readj to take 


to impotence. As the storm continues 
perhaps for several days, the sun be- 
comes totally obscured, while the 
ever-moving sand gradually assumes 
the appearance of billows, threatening 
to overwhelm everything. 
Nothing 


can be distinctly seen above or around, 
and tlie moving sand-drifts, splashing 
and breaking like siirf upon rocks,are 
slowly but surely enveloping every- 
thing in camp, and piling up tons of 
drift against tents aud baggage. 


Camp-equipage is hastily packed 


and loaded upon the terror-stricken 
animals, and the party starts to ride 
obliquely through the storm toward 
the nearest high ground or mountain 
spur. To remain still means to be 
covered and entombed. Even should 
water-skins not be cracked or dried 
up, in any attempt to drink the suf- 
ferer absorbs as rtmeh dust as water, 
and his plight is worse than before. 
Eating is out of the question; smoking 
is equally impossible. 
Forty-eight 


hours have I ridden in such circum- 
stances, changing horses from time to 
time as they became too much dis- 
tressed for further use, and until I 
had hardly power to mount. 
After 


such a ride as this it may well be im- 
agined how we relished our first halt 
in the shelter of a friendly hill, and 
eujoyed the luxury of a dish of sour 
milk, and, above all, a smoke. 


Fortunately, the khamsin, though 


supposed to last for fifty days, is in- 
termittent in its energy, three days' 
blow being usually followed by a few 
fine days, and, as a rule, its violence 
is not sufficient to be a source of 
danger. 
As showing the velocity of 


wind sometimes attained, I remember 
seeing in the Delta a palm tree, prob- 
ably sixty feet in height, bent over by 
the wind until its crest swept the 
ground and excavated a large hole in 
the course of the day. 
Besides the 


khamsin, there are other forms of 
sand-storm, which, though of shorter 
duration, come with a suddenness 
and vehemence that almost defy pro- 
tection. 
The most curious of these 


is perhaps what is locally called "a 
devil" — a sudden 
gust 
of wind 


eddying down the mountain gorges, 
and bursting on the desert like a 
whirlwind, carrying pillars of sand 
with it. 


Another curious phase of sand- 


storm is one that I experienced in the 
Libyan desert. 
The weather was 


perfectly fine,r.ud I was working com- 
fortably at my picture, when suddenly 
I noticed iu the horizon what appeared 
to be a cloud, black in its upper 
region and orange below. 
Before I 


had time to realize what was happen- 
ing, a blast of cold wind whirled away 
picture and easel, and enveloped me 
in dust and flying pebbles. 
A mo- 


ment later dust had turned to drop- 
ping mud, which in turn gave place to 
torrential rain, drenching nie to the 
skin, and efiectnally washing the sand 
out of my systesii; after that were 
j;eace and genial, sunshine once more. 


Impossible for Thieves or Collectors 


to Get at Its Contents. 


Ten keyless and thief-proof street 


letter-boxes will soon be placed Jn Wash- 
ington for practical test. The box 1st 
tlie invention of Count di Brazzi, Italy's 
commissioner to the World's Fair, who 
recently perfected the automatic letter 
registry box now in use at the general 
postoffice in New York City. The new 
letter-box is somewhat larger than the 
largest now in use and resembles it in 
general appearance, except on we face 
and at the bottom, where there are 
gauges or hooks on whicii to adjust the 
letter collector's bag while the contents 
of the box are transferred automata 
cally. 


It will be impossible for any one,, 


either collectors or thieves, to abstract 
letters. The collector does not see the 
letters he collects. They are not seen 
nor handled by any one from the time 
they are dropped into the box until they 
reach the clerk who stamps them in the 
postoffice. 


The boxes are equipped •with combf- 


nation locks, operated by a small, flaV 
knob, but this lock cannot be opened' 
unless the letter carrier's bag, locke« 
by the same kind of a lock, is adjusted

to the hooks or 
flanges at the bot- 
tom of the box. 
The bag is locked 
when the collec- 
tor receives it at 
the postoffice, and 
h e m a k e s h i s 
round of the box- 
es on his tour in 
regular order. 
He cannot skip on* 


box, for if he does the combination b& 
tween the bag and the next box is not 
complete, and he would have to return 
to the box be had missed. 


When the bag is adjusted the collec- 


tor turns the knob of the lock, both bos 
and bag are opened simultaneously and 
the letters drop unseen into the bas 
Then, before the bag can be removed 
the knob must again be turned, locking 
both bag and box, and tlie collector pro- 
ceeds to the next box. 


At the postoffice he turns the bag ovez 


to the proper clerks, who adjust th« 
bag to a device similar to that on the 
box, a knob is turned, and the combina- 
tion lock is opened, permitting the con- 
tents or the bag to fall into a hopper, 
•wheiwe Uie letters are carried to tbt 
stamping clerk. An ingenious arrange- 
ment makes it impossible to filch let 
ters from the street box by a wire 01

A F eath e re d Singing School AVhero th e 
PnpU* A re In s tru c te d in W arb lin g h y 
M achinery- Nino D ifferent Tones—Facts 
A bout th e Care o f Canaries. 
Over 011 the east side of town, says 
tho New York Herald, is a song fac­ 
tory, where four hundred feathered 
prime doune and choristers are learn­ 
ing to warble. 
They are all canary 
birds, and Adolph Wolfschlag, a funny 
little German is their master. 
H err 
Wolfschlag’s system is as unique as is 
his queer establishment. 
Ho teaches 
his canaries to sing by machinery, and 
his odd piece of mechanism is tho only 
thing of its kind in existence. 
The 
idea is Wolfschlag’s and the machine 
is the result of his own handiwork. A 
young canary, the master of tlie aviary 
told me when I called at his establish­ 
ment the other day, will not sing with­ 
out instruction, and he has hit upon a 
novel plan of teaching. 


Fully two hundred canaries occupied 
the large room of Herr Wolfschlag’s 
residence, all singing at the tops of 
their little lungs. 
These birds are all 
over six months old, and were being 
instructed in vocalism. 
On tho top 
floor, as I afterward discovered, were 
as many more, too young to receive 
instruction, but awaiting the hour of 
their graduation 
into the singing 
classes. 


Herr 
Wolfschlag’s 
invention 
is 
unique. 
He says there are other per­ 
sons who have a systematic method of 
teaching birds to sing, but that is 
only in one key, while his has a regu­ 
lar range of notes. 


The method by which the birds are 
taught is to place them at a proper 
age in cages opposite to what must 
properly be termed the singing appa­ 
ratus. 
This is worked by water and 
air force. 
It is a cylinder, compris­ 
ing an air tank. 
The water forces the 
air through a number of pipes, which 
are placed inside the cylinder, and in 
this way a peculiarly sweet chorus of 
sounds resembling the trills, of the 
canary is created. 


There is nothing harsh or mechani­ 
cal in this noise, M*hich has a soft and 
natural sound. 
It has nine variations, 
just as a singing canary has nine dif­ 
ferent tones. 
They are produced by 
simply turning the water on necessary 
to move the air upward at a pressure 
which can be varied in order to modu­ 
late the sound. 
A large number of 
small cages in which the pupils are 
placed stand directly in front of tlie 
^apparatus on the opposite side of the 
room. 


The parent birds do not teach their 
yonng to sing, Herr Wolfschlag in­ 
formed me; hence the necessity for 
human instruction. 
Wolfschlag made 
a business of raising and training the 
birds for twenty-two years in Germany 
before coming here. 
There his appa­ 
ratus had but one note. 
When he 
came over here, nine years ago, he 
brought a number of the best varie­ 
ty of singers, known as the royal trill- 
ers, or warblers. 
All his birds are 
descened from this stock, and he de­ 
votes himself exclusively to their care. 
He does not get such good prices for 
his birds here as on the other side, 
where $40 is a common price for a 
good singer. 


Most of the inhabitants of the Hartz 
mountains are woodsmen, and are very 
fond of their canaries. 
Even starva­ 
tion would not induce some of them 
to part with their pets. 
They have 
been raised in the Hartz district for 
over three hundred years, and, having 
known nothing but captivity, are as 
happy in their cages as if they were 
free. 
In most of the leading cities of 
Europe there are annual shows for 
canary birds, and prizes are given for 
the best singers. 
I t is of this Hartz 
mountain bird-raisi ig and bird-loving 
stock that Herr Wolfschlag comes. 


In the course of our conversation 
he said:— “ There are certain birds 
which do better in certuin sections, 
and I know the proper ones to send 
to the hot or c>?d climates, because I 
study them from birth, and act as 
physician as well as trainer to them, 
I have formulas of my own for treat­ 
ing the various complaints to which 
they are subject. 
Bacon and honey 
should be given to them when they 
are hoarse, 


“ The birds thrive best at a temper­ 
ature of 80 degrees, and should be fed 
on hard boiled eggs, chopped up iine, 
with which must be mixed canary, 
hemp and rapeseed. 
The canary seed 
alone fattens them too much. 
They 
should not be given too much water, 
and an ingenious apparatus which I 
import from Germany, is used by me, 
which allows them only to get a cer­ 
tain quantity at a time when thirsty. 
The water, if taken too freely, injures 
their voices, 


“ The best place for 1he canary in 
cold weather .is near a stove in a place 
free from draughts. 
It is essential to 
have the breed of the female of the 
highest possible strain. 
The breed­ 
ing season commences on February 1, 
and stops at the end of June, 
When 
losing their feathers under the hatch­ 
ing process the birds also lose their 
singing powers. 
By tne time the old 
birds have lost their plumage, which 
unlits them for singing, the voices of 
the young ones have been trained to 
perfection, and they are ready to t*ke 


theil* places. The birds must bo rained 
here from acclimated stock, in order 
to reach perfection. 


“ The more different tones the bird 
can sing the more valuable it is. 
A 
hundred separate tones can be pro­ 
duced from my machine, but the life 
of a canary would not permit of it 
mastering so many. 
Tho birds live 
only from five to seven years. 
In or­ 
der to accustom them to * ing in a 
bright light, and where persons are 
present, wo turn on electric light and 
start the machine gradually, getting 
them used to singing at any time in 
this manner. 
Although they naturalK 
do i ot sing aftor sunset, 
tho cauary 
will do so under a strong electric 
light, ”

A SAND-STORM IN THE DESERT* 


T h e H eat Is SufVocutiug and th e Sami Cuts 
th e Skin I.ike K nives. 


Mr. R. Talbot Kelly writes and il­ 
lustrates an article entitled “ My Be­ 
douin Friends,” for the Century. Mr, 
Kelly savs of the dreaded sand-storm: 
• 
« 


The air is hot and sulphurous,while 
the sun becomes lurid and sickly in 


w 


its glare. 
At lirst the hot wind comes 
in slight puffs, like breaths from a 
kiln, but each moment it increases in 
velocity, carrying M*ith it more and 
more iine drift-sand, which, 
blinding 
the eyes and choking the lungs, grad­ 
ually produces a most distressing 
feeling of depression and suffocation. 
By 
degrees, as 
the storm gains 
strength, little splinters of rock and 
small pebbles are lifted up and hurled 
at one like hailstones,cutting the skin 
like knives, until eves and ears are 
full of blood, unless one has been able 
to protect himself against the blast. 
The native cuiia, or silk scarf, wrapped 
around the head and face, and leaving 
only the eyes exposed, is the most 
effective protection, but the heat is 
suffocating, and quickly reduces one 
to impotence. As the storm continues 
perhaps for several days, the sun be­ 
comes totally obscured, while the 
ever-moving sand gradually assumes 
the appearance of billows, threatening 
to overwhelm everything. 
Nothing 
can be distinctly seen above or around, 
and the moving sand-drifts, splashing 
and breaking like surf upon rocks,are 
slowly but surely enveloping every­ 
thing in camp, and piling up tons of 
drift against tents and baggage. 


Camp-equipage is hastily packed 
and loaded upon the terror-stricken 
animals, and the party starts to ride 
obliquely through the storm toward 
the nearest high ground or mountain 
spur. 
To remain still means to be 
covered and entombed. 
Even should 
water-skins not be cracked or dried 
up, in any attempt to drink the suf­ 
ferer absorbs as much dust as water, 
and his plight is worse than before. 
Eating is out of the question; smoking 
is equally impossible. 
Forty-eight 
hours have I ridden in such circum­ 
stances, changing horses from time to 
time as thev became too much dis- 
tressed for further use, aud until I 
had hardly power to mount. 
After 
such a ride as this it may well be im­ 
agined how we relished our first halt 
in the shelter of a friehdly hill, and 
enjoyed the luxury of a dish of sour 
milk, and, above all, a smoke. 


Fortunately, the khamsin, though 
supposed to last for fifty days, is in­ 
termittent in its energy, three days’ 
blow being usually followed by a few 
fine days, and, as a rule, its violence 
is not sufficient to be a source of 
danger. 
As showing the velocity of 
wind sometimes attained, I remember 
seeing in the Delta a palm tree, prob­ 
ably sixty feet in height, bent over by 
the wind until its crest swept the 
ground and excavated a large hole in 
the course of the dav. 
Besides the 
khamsin, 
there are other forms of 
sand-storm, which, though of shorter 
duration, come with a suddenness 
and vehemence that almost defy pro­ 
tection. 
The most curious of these 
is perhaps what is locally called “ a 
devil” — a 
sudden 
gust 
of wind 
eddying down the mountain gorges, 
and bursting on the desert like a 
whirlwind, 
carrying pillars of sand 
with it. 


Another curious 
¡oliase of 
sand­ 
storm is one that I experienced in tho 
Libyan desert. 
The 
weather was 
perfectly fine,and I was working com­ 
fortably at my picture, when suddenly 
I noticed in the horizon what appeared 
to be a cloud, black in its upper 
region and orange below. 
Before I 
had time to realize what was happen* 
ing, a blast of cold wind whirled away 
picture and ease), and enveloped me 
in dust and flying pebbles. 
A mo­ 
ment later dust had turned to drop­ 
ping mud, which in turn gave place to 
torrential rain, drenching me to the 
skin, and effectually washing the sand 
out of my system; after 
that were 
peace and genial^ sunshine once more.

KEYLESS LETTER BOX. 


Im p ossib le for T hieves or C ollectors 
to G et at I ts C ontents. 


Ten keyless and thief-proof street 
letter-boxes will soon be placed in W ash­ 
ington for practical test. 
The box 1» 
the invention of Count di Brazzl, Italy1* 
commissioner to the World’s Fair, who 
recently perfected the automatic letter 
registry box now in use at the general 
postofRce in New York City. The new 
htter-box is somewhat larger than the 
largest now in use aud resembles it in 
general appearance, except on uie fn<-«* 
and at the bottom, where there art' 
Ranges or hooks on whien to adjust the 
letter collector’s bag while the contents 
of the box are transferred automati* 
cally. 


It will be impossible for any o:.*» 
either collectors or thieves, to abstrnr' 
letters. The collector does not sco tin* 
letters he collects. They are not 
nor handled by any one from the tinn 
they are dropped into the box until th#»> 
reach the clerk who stamps them in the 
postoffice. 


The boxes are equipped with combi 
nation locks, operated by a small, ihiv 
knob, but this lock cannot be opened 
unless the letter carrier’s bag, lorke<* 
by the same kind of a lock, is adjusted

An ingenious arrange 
ment makes it impossible to filch let 
ters from the street box by a wire oi 
any similar means.

Dr. E. A. Wareham 
gave the man hypodermic injections, 
but he relapsed into unconscioussness 
•again befoie he could be questioned as 
to how the gas was turned on. It is not 
thought he tried to commit suicide. 
The hotel clerk thinks he got up about 
.4 a. m. to see what time it was, and 
in turning off the gas turned it on again 
without knowing it. 


Later reports state that Forney's 


home is in Columbianacounty,Ohio,al- 
though he registered at the hotel as 
being from York. 
A note book found 


in his pocket showed that he had been 
visiting friends in Hanover, York aud 
Gettysburg, quite recently. He arriv- 
•ed in Hagerstown over the Western 
Maryland railroad from Gettysburg. 


Since the above was in type we learn 


that the young man has died.

the Twelfth Massachusetts in this city 
Wednesday, Secretary Kimball made 
the following statement: 


"I am aware that it is a startling 


statement to make that the loss of the 
Twelfth Massachusetts at Antietam 
was the highest in percentage of any 
organization, Union or Confederate, 
in any one battle of the civil war, and 
even the highest of any organization 
in the entire world, in modern times, 
in civilized warfare, under normal 
conditions, but is there not good 
reason to believe it to be true? 


"The fighting was terrific, as every 


one knows. Let me simply say that 
a letter which I wrote to a friend on 
the 30th of September, 1862, says my 
company (A) had twenty-two men 
killed and wounded out of thirty, and 
of the eight who escaped unhurt five 
had missiles strike either their cloth- 
ing or equipments. 
Only thirty-two 


marched off the field under the flag of 
the regiment when relieved by the 
Twelfth Corps. 
One of the Confed- 


erate regiments, the First Texas. 
Hood's division, which we encoun- 
tered in our advance through the 
cornfield, and which afterward occu- 
pied a position a little to our right, 
had 186 killed and wounded ont of 
226 taken into action—a percentage 
of loss of 82.3."—Boston Globe.

Viclorla's Crown. 


The crown used at the coronation of 


Queen Victoria in 1838, which is said 
to be the heaviest and most uncom- 
fortable diadem in Europe, contains 
1273 rose diamonds, 1363 brilliants, 
273 round pearls, 4 large pendant- 
shaped pearls, 1 immense ruby, 4 
small rubies, 1 Iar«e sapphire, 26 
smaller sapphires and 11 emeralds. 
The large ruby is set iu the centre of 
a diamond Maltese cross at ihe front 
of the crown. This stone was given 
to Edward I by Dora Pedro the Cruel, 
and was worn by Henry T at the bat- 
tle of Agincourt, when it was set in 
his steel casque. 


It is peculiarly cut and its centre is 


hollowed out to forui a setting for a 
smaller ruby. Many of the stones 
were taken from old crowns, now un- 
used, and others were furnished by 
the queen herself. They are placed 
in settings of both gold and silver.and 
incase a crimson velvet cap with an 
ermine Jiorder. Four imperial arches 
spring from the four sides and sup- 
port the mount, which is composed of 
43* diamonds, and the whole is sur- 
monntf-tl by a diamond cross whose 
centre is a single rose cut sapphire,

T w elfth M assach u setts a t A ntietam . 
At the reunion of the survivors of 
the Twelfth Massachusetts in this city 
Wednesday, Secretary Kimball made 
the following statement: 


“I am aware that it is a startling 
statement to make that the loss of the 
Twelfth Massachusetts at Antiftam 
was the highest in percentage of any 
organization, Union or Confederate* 
in any one battle of the civil war, and 
even the highest of any organization 
in the entire world, in modern times, 
in civilized 
warfare, under normal 
conditions, but is there not good 
reason to believe it to be true? 


“The lighting was terrific, as every 
one knows. 
Let me simply say that 
•a letter which I wrote to a friend on 
the 30th of September, 1862, says my 
company (A) had 
twenty-two men 
killed and wounded out of thirty, and 
of the eight who escaped unhurt five 
had missiles strike either their cloth­ 
ing or equipments. 
Only thirty-two 
marched off the field under the flag of 
the regiment when relieved by the 
Twelfth Corps. 
One of the Confed­ 
erate regiments, the First Texas, 
Hood’s division, which wq encoun­ 
tered in our 
advance through the 
cornfield, and which afterward occu­ 
pied a position a little to our right, 
had 1H6 killed and wounded out of 
226 taken into action—a percentage 
of loss of 82.3.”—Boston Globe. 


V icto ria 1» Crown, 


The crown used at the coronation of 
Queen Victoria in 1838, which is said 
to be the heaviest and most uncom­ 
fortable diadem in Euro]:>e, contains 
1273 rose diamonds, 1363 brilliants, 
273 round pearls, 4 large pendant­ 
shaped pearls, 1 immense ruby, 4 
small rubies, 
1 large sapjjhire, 26 
smaller sapphires and 11 emeralds. 
The large ruby is set in the centre of 
a diamond Maltese cross at the front 
of the crown. 
This stone was given 
to Edward I by Dom Pedro the Cruel, 
and was worn by Henry V at the bat­ 
tle of Agincourt, when it was set in 
his steel casque, 


It is peculiarly cut and its centre is 
hollowed out to form a setting for a 
smaller ruby. 
Many of the stones 
were taken from old crowns, now un­ 
used, and others were furnished by 
the queen herself. 
They are placed 
in settings of both gold andsilver,and 
incase a crimson velvet cap with an 
ermine border. 
Four imperial arches 
spring from the four sides and sup­ 
port the mount, which is composed of 
4:38 diamonds, and the whole is sur­ 
mounted by a diamond cross whose 
centre is a single rose cut sapphire.

Thus 
equipped the fishermen set out, aad 
when a basking turtle is seen, two 01 
three of the suckers are slipped over- 
board. Should they turn and stick to 
the bottom of the sampan, they are 1 
carefully detached by being pushed 
forward with the inevitable bamboo, 
and started on the search aijain.

last they attach themselves "to the su- 
pine turtle. 'Then the fishermen haul 
in the lines, against which 
suasion the hapless Cheloue 
in vain. Once on board the lug.qer 
the useful remora is detached, "aud 
is at once ready for use again.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

MosWoyiigers in 'tropical seas ar« 
icquainted with a peculiar iish, E.

is laziness. 
Unwilling to exert itseli 
overmuch in the pursuit of food, it 
has developed an arrangement on the 
back of its head exactly like the cor­ 
rugated sole of a tennis shoe, and as 
artificial in appearance as if made and 
fitted by the hand of man. 
When the 
sucker finds itself in the vicinity of 
any large floating body, such as a 
ship, a shark, or a piece of flotsam, 
whose neighborhood seems to prom­ 
ise an abundance of food, it attaches 
itself firmly thereto by means of this 
curious contrivance, which permits it 
to eat, breathe and perform all neces­ 
sary functions while being carried 
about without any exertion on its part. 
It can attach and detach itself instan­ 
taneously, and holds so firmly that a 
direct backward pull cannot dislodge 
it without injury to the fish. 
The 
Chinese, who have successfully trained 
the cormorant and the otter to fish 
for them, have taken the remora in 
band with the happiest results. 
Sev­ 
eral good-sized specimens having been 
caught, small iron rings are fitted to 
their tails,to which are attached long, 
slender, but very strong, lines. 
Thus 
equipped the fishermen set out, and 
when a basking turtle is seen, two oi 
three of the suckers are slipped over­ 
board. 
Should they turn an# stick to 
the bottom of the sampan, they are 
carefully detached by being pushed 
forward with the inevitable bamboo, 
and started on the search again. 
At 
last they attach themselves to the su­ 
pine turtle, >Then the fishermen haul 
in the lines, against which gentle 
suasion the hapless Chelone struggles 
in vain. 
Once on board the lugger 
the useful remora is detached, and 
is at once ready for use again.—Cham* 
bers* Journal.

NOLAND’S war with the Boers 
in South Africa, in 1881, 
^ showed tho ability and cour­ 
age of the latter aa fighters, 
n English correspondent who was 
aken prisoner by the Boers at the 
disastrous battle of Majula Hill, in 
hick General Sir George Colley, the 
British Commander, lost his life, wrote 
the following account of the British 
defeat: 


The column which left camp at 
Mount Prospect consisted of 600 men, 
nil told, belonging to the Fifty-eighth, 
Sixtieth and Ninety-second Regiments 
and the Naval Brigade. The night was 
dark, and the march across an un­ 
known country toilsome in the ex­ 
treme. 
The troops carried eighty 
rounds of ammunition, water bottles 
and three days’ provisions. 
Daylight 
was breaking when we approached the 
hill which was the object of tbe ex­ 
pedition. 
We were six hours in ac­ 
complishing what, as the crow flies, is 
a little over four miles, to the summit 
of an eminence from which we looked 
down upon a long line of Boer in- 
trenchments stretching from a point 
immediately below us to Buffalo River. 
Our occupation of this hill made the 
Boer position absolutely untenable. 
The enemy’s 
principal laager was 
about 2000 yards away. 
Tho position 
we had secured was undoubtedly one 
of immense natural strength. 


At sunrise the Boers were to be seen 
moving in their lines, but it was not 
until nearly an hour later that a party 
of mounted videites were seen trotting 
out toward the hill, upon which thay 
evidently intended to take their stand. 
As they 
approached our outlying 
pickets fired upon them, and our pres­ 
ence was for the first time discovered. 


At about 7 o’clock the Boers opened 
fire, and tho bullets whistled thickly 
over the plateau. 
The men were all 
perfectly cool and confident. 
I do 
not think the possibility of the posi­ 
tion being carried by storm occurred 
to anyone. 
From 7 to 11 a. m. the 
Boers, who were lying all around the 
hille, maintained 
a 
constant 
fire. 
Their shooting was wonderfully ac­ 
curate. 
The stones behind which our 
men in the front line were lyibg were 
hit by almost every shot. 
Our men 
only showed themselves to take an oc­ 
casional shot, and accurate as was the 
enemy’s shooting, up to 11 o’clock we 
had but fivo casualties. 
So far our 
position appoarg.pl perfectly safe. The 
Boers had, indeed, gob between us and 
the camp; but we had three days’ 
provisions, and could hold out until 
reinforcements came up. 


From 11 to 12 o’clock the enemy’s 
fire continued as hot, but as harmless 
as before. 
Between 12 and 1 it 
slackened, and it seemed as though the 
Boers were drawing oft. 
This, how­ 
ever, was not the case. 
The enemy, 
had been, as was afterward learned, 
very strongly reinforcing their fight­ 
ing line in preparation for an assault. 
Soon after 1 o'clock a terrific fire sud­ 
denly broke forth from the right 
loweT slopes of the hill, the side on 
which tho firing had all along been 
heaviest. 
A tremendous rush was 
simultaneously made by the enemy. 
Onr advance lino was at once nearly 
all shot or driven back upon onr main 
position. 
This position may be de­ 
scribed aa an oblong basin on the top 
of the hill. 
It was about 200 yards 
long by fifty broad. 
Onr whole force 
now lined tho rim of the basin and 
fixed bayonets to repel the assailants. 
The Boers, with shouts of triumph, 
swarmed up the sides of tho hill, and 
made several attempts to carry the 
position with a rush. Each time, how­ 
ever, they were driven back with the 
bayonet. 


At last the Boers, who had gathered 
near tho edge of the slope, made a tre­ 
mendous rush at a point beyond that 
at which they- had before been attack­ 
ing, and where the number of defend­ 
ers was comparatively small, 
They 
burst 
through 
the defenders and 
poured in over tho edge of the basin, 
and our position was lost. 
The main 
lino of 
our defenders, their flank 
turned and taken in reverse, made a 
rush along tho plateau to endeavor to 
form and rally, but it was useless, 
With fierce shouts and a storm of bul­ 
lets tbe Boers poured in. 
There was 
a wild rush, with the Boers close be­ 
hind, 
The roar of vhe firing, the 
whistling of the bullets and the yells 
of the enemy made up a din which 
fieemed internal. 
All around men 
were falling. 
Tharo was no resistance 
—no halt. 
It was a fight for life. 
At 
this moment I was knocked down by 
tbe rush and trampled upon, and when 
I came to my senses the Boers were 
firing over me at the retreating troops 
who were moving down the hill, Try­ 
ing to rise, I was taken prisoner and 
led away, 
On the hill I found the 
body of General Colley, shot through, 
tho head, 
After conversation with 
the Boer general I induced him to 
grant me a pass to go into our camp 
and bring out succor for the wound­ 
ed, 
They werp lying thickly both on 
tho plateau aijd everywhere on the 
descent of the bill- 
The BoerB were 
yery civil. 
They took, it is true, a 
few articles I had about me, but no 


troops in the world could on tho 
whole have behaved better as victors. 


As to the completeness of their vic­ 
tory there cau be no question. 
They 
carried by sheer fighting a position 
whioh our general himself considered 
to be, defended by tho force at his 
command, impregnable. 
Even now I 
can hardly understand how it was 
done, so sudden was the rush, so in* 
stantaueous tho change from what wo 
regarded as perfect safety in immi­ 
nent peril. 
It caunot bo denied that 
the capture of Majula Hill is.au ex­ 
ploit of which any troops in tho world 
might be proud, 
During the euemy’s 
advance our men hardly caught sight 
of a single Boer. 
Tho Boers crept 
through the grass, taking advantage 
of every stone and every inequality of 
ground. 
When driven back by the 
lire at one point they would work 
around unperceived and thence open 
with heavy volleys upon us, themselves 
being all the time invisible. 


>Yhy Cnllctl Tumblers. 


Every day we drink out of a tumbler. 
Why is the large glass that holds our 
milk and water so called? 
Years ago 
Professor Max Muller was giving a 
luncheon at All Souls’ College, Ox­ 
ford, to the Princess Alice, the wife 
of the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt and the second daughter of 
Queen Victoria. 
There were not a 
dozen guests besides the Princess and 
her husband, and a very agreeable 
luncheon we had, with talk on all 
kinds of interesting subjects. 


But what excited the curiosity of 
all strangers present was a set of little 
round bowls of silver, about the size 
of a large orange. They were brought 
round filled to the brim. 
Those, we 
are told, were tumblers, and we were 
speedily shown how they came by 
their names—a fitting lesion for the 
guests of a philologist. 
When one of 
these little bowls was empty it was 
placed upon the table mouth down­ 
ward. 
Instantly, so perfect was its 
balance, it flew back to its proper 
position as if asking to be filled again. 
No matter how it was treated—trundled 
along the floors, balanced carefully on 
its side, dropped suddenly upon the 
soft, thick carpet, up it rolled again 
and settled itself with a few gentle 
shakings and awayings into its place, 
like one .of those india ruober tum­ 
bling dolls babies delight in. 


This, then, was the origin of our 
word tumbler, at first made of silver, 
as are all these All Souls’ tumblers. 
Then, when glass became common, 
the round glasses that stood on a flat 
base superseded the exquisitely bal­ 
anced silver spheres and stole their 
names so successfully that you have 
to go to All Souls' to see the real 
thing.-r-Jeweler’a Circular. 


Iirlians Believe;! to Be Syrians. 


Canon J. D. 
Good, of 
British 
Columbia, tells a Sau Francisco Call 
reporter that his long residence among 
tho Columbian Indians warrants him 
in saying that the latter are of Syrian 
origin, and are, in fact, Syrians now, 
having the customs and language, 
“ f 
was astonished at the richness of this 
language,” he said, “ and its wonder­ 
ful capacity for accurate expression. 


“ I found many pure Syrian words 
in it, as, for instance, Eneas and Solo- 
mon-Chute, among 
proper names. 
The words of the language are his­ 
torical and traditional, and observe 
the same laws as those of the Syrian 
language. 
I think the language of 
the Thompson River Indians is one of 
tho Toranian tongues. 
There are 
direct Svrian words in it. 
* 
“ Then there are other evidences 
that these Indians are the Syrian de­ 
scendants. 
Their medicine man is 
the same as tho Syrian seer. 
The 
burial customs are to this day the 
same. 
Besides this 
there is the 
character of the people, 
who 
are 
Syrians in thought, habits of life, and 
general customs. 


“ When I first went 
among the 
Indians they ha.l their war chiefs as 
well as their civil chiefs—the same as 
tho Greeks. 
All I saw in every way 
convinced me, and I have during the 
ensuing years been verf fully con­ 
firmed iu my conviction that these 
Indians are Syrians.”

SEVERE ON HUSBANDS. 


According to the Massachusetts Su­ 
preme Judicial Court husbands can no 
longer rule their wives. 
The Court 
says, in rendering a recent decision: 
j 
*cBy virtue of this legislation a inar- 
l ried woman becomes, in the view of 
the law, a distinct and independent 
person irom her husband, not only in 
respect to her right to own property, 
but also in respect to her right to use 
her time for the purpose of earning 
money on her sole and separate ac­ 
count. 
She may perform labor, and 
is entitled to her wages and earnings. 
If she complies with tho statutory re­ 
quirement as to recording a certificate 
she may carry on any trade or busi­ 
ness on her sole and separate account, 
and take the profits, if profits there 
are, as her separate property.” 


Her husband can appropriate neither 
her earnings nor her time, but he is 
obliged to support her as in the old 
regime. 
Ho 
has few rights left, 
though, for, “ to a certain limited ex­ 
tent, as for example, jn ^fixing the 
domicile and in being responsible un­ 
der ordinary circumstances for its or­ 
derly management, the husband is 
still the head of the family.

Washington, March 23.—Information 
has reached the grovernment, throuKh 
a number of banks at St. Paul, Minn,,

frauds through the suspected collusion 
of government clerks connected 
wiih 
the commission having in charge th»» 
improvements on the Upper Mississippi 
river. 
The statements submitted 
by 
the banks indicate that $300,000 or mor& 
has been procured from them through 
fraudulent 
time 
checks 
for 
services 
never performed. 
Copies of some »»f 
these time checks are said to be signed 
by J. H, Southall, chief clerk of the 
United States engineer's office at 
St. 
Paul, and are dated at different tlnifi^ 
during the year 1S97. 
Others, 
It 
is 
understood, 
are 
dated in 
1896. 
Th«-' 
government will begin a searching In- 
vestigation at once. 


St. Paul, March 23.—Just how e m i t 
the loss through the government tlnio 
check f r a u d m a y prove to be cannot 
be known until an examination of th«- 
books of the engineering departme nt 
has shown which checks are good and 
which false. 
About three weeks ag'> 
the local banks, which first became in- 
terested through some Hartford, Conn., 
holders of 
the paper, began

At that time he resigned the position 
of chief clerk of the engineering de- 
partment in this city, being succeedi'd

With a coin as a bait, he drops over 
his line, gets a nibble, hauls in a little 
brown bottle—and doesn't show his 
catch to the sentry. 


And so the marine does the sentry 
duty of the ship—and this explains 
the ill-feeling that has existed from 
time immemorial between bluejacket 
and marine. 


However, there are other things to 
bo done besid es the senti'y-go. 
Tho 
marines are a company of infantry and 
form the advanced guard in operations 
ashore; they flght a battery of guns as 
artillerists aboard shijj, they clean 
ship, they coal nhip, they paint ship 
and their Avork is never through. 


Then there are troublous times in 
one of our youth American neighbors. 
The country is in a state of revolution, 
in the cities law and order are sus- 
pended, save tho law of the machete. 
One does not venture out on the street 
unless heavily armed and with a guard. 
The American women and children are 
gathered under the flag of the United 
States consulate or legation.

is a soldier in a blue uniform on guard 
at tho entrance; there are many of 
them within, so)netimes bivouacking 
on the patio, shaded from a broiling 
sun, at other times shivering beside a 
fire in the compound.

are the same marines and their ship is 
in the harbor not far away.

duty alter the bombardment

andria. For tho manner in Avhich they 
did their duty look for tho letter of 
Lord Charles Boresford in the iiles of 
the British Admiralty oflices. 


It is quite an interesting and j^retty 
sight to watch the ceremonie.^ Avhich 
taKo place on board 
ship on the ar- 
rival of a high official, such as 
an 
ambassador, an admiral, a general, or 
a consul. 
As the cutter dashes up to 
the side, with spi'ay flying from the 
oars, tho ship's buglo sounds "Atten- 
tion." 
Tho ftide boys offer the man 
ropes as the oliicial steps on the gang- 
way, and the captain receives him as 
he steps on the quarter deck. 
As the 
two Avalk aft the marine ofiicer, in 
quick sharp tones, 
commands, "pre- 
sent arms," and the whole 
marine 
guard, drawn up in line on the 
port 
bide of the quarter deck, 
bring their 
rifles up in salute, Avhile the bugle 
sounds a flourish and thoHb'um a roll, 
one for iv commodore, tAvo for an ad- 
mii-al, three for an ambassador, and 
four for the president. 
Tho marines 
on ft ship are, collectively, 
called the 
guard, and 
the ceremony is called 
parading tho guard. 
It takes place 
on the arrival and departure of any 
uihcial of rank. 
If 
the oliicial does 
not ^isit the ship, it takes place Avhen

This country 
is used to 
forging 
ahead in the Avay of improvements, but 
in one respect Belgium has distanced 
us. 


In that land, according to a corre- 
spondent of the Chicago 
N O A V S , they 
have Avhat is knoAvn as the hospital 
car, and A\'hen a serious raihvay acci- 
dent occurs the car may be run to the 
spot, where the Avounded m a y be 
picked up and carried to the nearest 
large city for treatment, 
instead of 
Avaiting hours for the arrival of sur- 
geons. 


Again, the car can be used to trans- 
port large com])anies of invalids from 
place to place at certain seasons of the 
year. 
Tho 
interior of the car is di- 
vided into a main 
compartment, 
a 
corridor on one side and tAvo small 
rooms at the end. 


The hospital proper is in the larger 
compartment; it contains tAventy-four 
isolated beds on steel tubes hung from 
poAverful springs. 
Each patient lies 
in front of tAvo little AvindoAvs Avhich 
may be opened or closed at Avill. Each 
bed is provided Avith a little movable 
table to hold all objects required. 


On the outside of 
the hospital 
chamber the corridor leads us to the 
the linen closet and the doctors de- 
partment, in which -there is a hugi' 
cupboard used for drugs, surgical in- 
struments and a folding bed. Various 
trap doors in the floor open into re^ 
ceptacles for ice, 
a provision cellar, 
etc. 
Arrangements are made for an 
operating chamber and there is even a 
small chapel for religious Avorship,

taken to protect European sovereigns

When the czar travels along any 
railAvay line the road is ¡mtrolled for 
days before by armed guards.

Up to tho day the train is 
scheduled to pass they are alloAvod to 
take it 
easy, carrying 
their 
rifles 
meaiiAvhile slung over their shoulders. 
Six hours before the passage of the

An hour before the imperial train 
passes tho 
guards are required to 
stand Avith their backs toAvard the 
train and to allow no one to pass with- 
in less than one hundred yards of thti 
tra(»k until ten minutes after the royal

bhould any one at- 
temp't to approach, the gnards 
are 
directed to challenge them, and if thej* 
continue to ap]n'oach tht-y have ordorF 
to fire Avith intent to kill.—New York 
World.

Over on tho east side of town, snys 
tho KGW York Herald, is a soup; fac- 
tory, M'hero four hiiudred feathered 
prime doune and choristers are leavu- 
inji to warble. 
They are all canary 
birds, andAdolph Wolfschlaji, a I'nnny 
little German is theii? master. 
Herr 
Wolfschla^'s system is as unique as is 
his queer establishment. 
Ho teaches 
his canaries to sing by machinory, and 
his odd picceof mocbauisui is tho only 
thing of its kind in existence. 
The 
idea is Wolfschlag's and the machine 
is the result of his own handiwork. 
A 
young canary, the master of the aviary 
told me when I called at his establish- 
ment tho other day, will not sing with- 
out instruction, and he has hit upon a 
novel plan of teaching, 


Pully two hundred canaries occupied 
the large room of Herr AVolfschlag*s 
residence, all singing at the tops of 
their little luu2;s. 
These birds are all 
over six months old, and were being 
instructed in vocalism. 
On tho top 
floor, as I afterward discovered, were 
as many more, too young to receive 
instruction, but awaiting tbe hour of 
their graduation 
into the 
singing 
classes. 


Herr 
Wolfschlag's 
invention 
is 
uniipie. 
He says there are other per- 
sons who have a systematic method of 
teaching birds to sing, but that is 
only in one key, while his has a regu- 
lar range of notes. 


The method by which the birds are 
taught is to i:>lace them at a projier 
age in cages oi)posite to what must 
properly be termed the singing appa- 
ratus, 
This is worked by water and 
air force. 
It is a cylinder, compris- 
ing an air tank. 
The water forces the 
air through a number of pipes, which 
are placed inside the cylinder, and in 
this way a-peculiarly sweet chorus of 
sounds resembling the trills, of the 
canary is created. 


There is nothing harsh or mechani- 
cal in this noise, -which has a soft and 
natural sound. 
It has nine variations, 
just as a singing canary has nine dif- 
ferent tones. 
They are produced by 
simply turning the water on necessary 
to move the air uj^ward at a i^ressure 
which can be varied in order to modu- 
late the sound. 
A large number of 
sjuall cages in which the pupils are 
placed stand directly in front of the 
'apparatus on the opposite side of the 
room. 


The parent birds do not teach their 
yonng to sing, Herr Wolfschlag in- 
formed me; hence the necessity for 
human instruction. 
"Wolfschlag made 
a business of raising and training the 
birds for twenty-two years in Germany 
before coming here. 
There his appa- 
ratus had but one note. 
"When he 
came over here, nine years ago, he 
brought a number of the best varie- 
ty of singers, known as the royal trill- 
ers, or warblers. 
All his birds are 
desconed from this stock, and he de- 
votes himself exclusivelvto their care, 


V 


He does not get such good prices for 
his birds here as on the other side, 
where §40 is a common price for a 
good singer. 


Most of the inhabitants of the Hartz 
mountains are woodsmen, and are very 
fond of their canaries. 
Even starva- 
tion would not induce some of them 
to part Avith their pets. 
They have 
been raised in the Hartz district for 
over three hundred years, and, having 
known nothing but captivity, are as 
hap2:>y in their cages as if they were 
free. 
In most of the leading cities of 
Europe there are annual shows for 
canary birds, and ¡"'i^-es are given for 
the best singers. 
It is of this Hartz 
mountain bird-raisi-ig and bird-loving 
gtock that Herr "Wolfschlag comes. 


In the course of our conversation 
he said:—"There are certain birds 
which do better in certain sections, 
and I know the proper ones to send 
to the hot or o'^cv climates, because I 
study them from birth, and 
act as 
physician as well as trainer to them, 
I have formulas of my own for treat- 
ing the various complaints to which 
they are subject. 
Bacon and honey 
should be given to them when they 
are hoarse, 


'*The birds thrive best at a temper- 
Ature of 80 degrees, and should be fed 
on hard boiled egga, chopped ui) iine, 
with which mubt bo mixed canary, 
hemp and rapeseed. 
The canary seed 
alone fattens them too much. 
They 
§hould nut be given too much water, 
and an ingenious apparatus which I 
import from Germany, is used by me, 
which allows them only to get a cer- 
tain quantity at a time when thirsty. 
The water, if taken too freely, injures 
their voices. 


"The best place for Ihe canary in 
cold weather.is near a stove in a place 
free from draughts. 
It is essential to 
have the breed of the female of the 
highest possible strain. 
The breed- 
ing season commences on February 1, 
and stops at the end of June. 
When 
losing their feathers under the hatch- 
ing process the birds also loae their 
singing powers. 
By tne time the old 
bird» have lost their j^lumage, which 
unlits them for singing, the voices of 
the young ones have been trained to 
pirfectiun, and they are ready to tjike 


their places. The birds must bo rairpct 
here from acclimated stock, in order 
to reach pevfootion. 


"The more difíerent tonos the bird 
can sing the more valuable it is, 
A 
hundred separate tones can be pro- 
duced from my machine, but the life 
of a canary would not poi-mit of it 
mastering so many, 
Tho birds live 
only from five to seven years. 
In or- 
der to accustom thorn to »ing in a 
bright light, and where persons are 
l^rcsent, wo turn on elcctric light and 
start the machino gradually, 
getting 
thom used to ivinu'ing at any time in 
this manner. 
Although they naturalh 
do 1 ot Ring aftor sunset, 
tho canary 
will do so under a strong electric 
light.*' 


A SAND-STORM 
iN THE 
DESERT. 


The Uoat Is Stin'oi'íUinjí ítnd ílio Sund Cuts 
tho Skin I.iko Kuívom. 


Mr. E, Talbot Kelly writes and il- 
lustrates an article entitled "My Be- 
douin Friends," for the Century. Mr. 
Kellv savs of the dreaded sand-storm; 


The air is hot and sulphurous,while 
the sun becomes lurid and sickly in 
its glare. 
At lirst the hot wind comes 
in slight pufls, 
like breaths from a 
kiln, but each moment it increases in 
velocity, 
carrying M*ith it more and 
more line drift-sand, which, 
blinding 
the eyes and choking the lungs, grad- 
ually produces 
a most 
distressing 
feeling of depression and suflbcation. 
By 
degrees, 
as 
the storm 
gains 
strength, little splinters of rock and 
small pebbles are lifted up and hurled 
at one like hailstones.cutting ihe skin 
like knives, 
until eves and ears are 
full of blood, unless one has been able 
to i^rotect himself 
against the blast. 
The native cufia, or silk scarf, wrapjied 
around the head and face, and leaving 
only the eyes exposed, 
is the most 
eifectivo protection, but the heat is 
suiTocating, and quickly reduces one 
to impotence. As the storm continues 
perhaps for several days, the sun be- 
comes 
totally obscured, 
while 
the 
ever-moving sand gradually assumes 
tho appearance of billows, threatening 
to overM'helm everything. 
Kothing 
can bedistinotlyseen above or around, 
and the moving sand-drifts, splashing 
and breaking like surf upon rocks,are 
slowl}'- but siirely enveloping every- 
thing in camp, 
and piling up tons of 
drift against tents and baggage. 


Camp-etiuipage is hastily 
packed 
and loaded upon the 
terror-stricken 
animals, and the party starts to ride 
obliquely through 
the storm toward 
the nearest high ground or mountain 
spur. 
To remain 
still means to be 
covered and entombed. 
Even should 
water-skins not be cracked or dried 
u}), in any attempt to drink the suf- 
ferer absorbs as much dust as water, 
and his plight is Avorse than before. 
Eating is out of the question; smoking 
is equally 
impossible. 
Forty-eight 
hours have I ridden 
in such circum- 
stances, changing horses from time to 
time as 
thev became too much dis- 
tressed for further use, and until I 
had hardly ^Dower to mount. 
After 
such a ride as this it may well be im- 
agined how -we relished our first halt 
in the shelter of a frieiidly hill, and 
enjoyed the luxury 
of a dish of sour 
milk, and, above all, asmoke. 


Fortunately', 
the khamsin, though 
supposed to last for fífty days, is in- 
termittent in its energy, three days' 
blow being usually followed by a feAv 
ñne days, and, as a rule, its violence 
is not sufficient to be a source of 
danger. 
As showing the velocity of 
wind sometimes attained, I remember 
seeing in the Delta a palm tree, prob- 
ably sixty feet in height, bent over by 
the wind until its 
crest swept the 
ground and excavated a large hole in 
the course of the dav. 
Besides the 
khamsin, 
there are other 
forms of 
sand-storm, which, though of shorter 
duration, come with a 
suddenness 
and vehemence that almost defy pro- 
tection, 
The most 
curious of these 
is i^erhaps what is locally called 
"a 
devil" — a 
sudden 
gust 
of wind 
eddying down the moxintain 
gorges, 
and 
bursting on the desert like n 
whirlwind, 
carrying 
pillars of sand 
with it. 


Another 
curious 
¡ihase of 
sand- 
storm is one that I experienced in tho 
Libyan desert. 
The 
weather M'as 
perfectly ñne,and I was -working com- 
forta))ly at my picture, when suddenly 
I noticed in thehori;^on what appeared 
to be a cloud, black 
in its 
upper 
region and orange below. 
Before I 
had time to realize what was hapj^en- 
ing, a blast of cold wind -whirled away 
picture and 
easel, and enveloped me 
in dust and flying jjebbles. 
A mo- 
ment later dust had turned to drop- 
ping mud, which in turn gave place to 
torrential rain, 
drenching me to the 
skin, and effectually washing the sand 
out of my system; 
after 
that were 
peace and genial^ sunshine once more.

The Gas Turned 
On, 


Samuel H» Forney, of York, af;ed 
iabout twenty-eight years, was found in 
•a dying condition in a room in the 
Hotel Franklin, in Hagerstown, Md., 
at seven o'clock yesterday morning, 
"with a gas jet turned on in full, 
Mr. 
Fornev went to the hotel Thursday 
evening and left orders to be called at 7 
o'clock in the mornmg. 
A porter tried 
to aiouse him at that hour but did not 
succeed. 
George Henneberger, burst 
open the door and found the man ly- 
ing across the bed on his back, his 
feet hanging down on the 
floor. 
He 
"was unconscious. 
Dr. E. A. VVareham 
gave the man hypodermic injections, 
but he relapsed into unconscioussness 
again beloie he could be questioned as 
to how the gas was turned on. It is not 
thought he tried to commit suicide. 
The hotel clerk thinks he got up about 
4 a. m. to see what time it was, and 
in turning off the gas turned it on again 
without knowing it. 


Later reports state 
that 
Forney's 
home is in Columbiana county,Ohio,al- 
though he registered at the hotel as 
being from York. 
A note book found 
•in his pocket showed that he had been 
visiting friends in Hanover, York and 
<}ettysburg, quite recently. 
He arriv- 
ed in Hagerstown over the Western 
Maryland railroad from Gettysburg. 


Since the above was in type we learn 
that the young man has died.

SOFTENING BONES AVITH LIME. 


It is not the lime that softens the 
bones when they are mixed with fresh 
wood ashes and lime, and the whole 
kept moistened with water, but the 
potaih, 
Ihe potaeh in the water is in 
a mild condition, in the f o m of a car- 
bonate of potash, but the lime takes 
tho carbonic acid from tho asheB and 
makes the potash caustic. 
Tho caus- 
tic potash is very acrid, and eats the 
lime in the bones and so softens them 
that they may be crumbled with ease 
after a month's exposure to the mixed 
as&es and lime in a pit; so that with- 
out the ashes it is not possible to 
soften the bones; tho wood ashes are 
indispensible. "When bones are burned 
the gelatine—which has fifteen per 
cent, of nitrogen| init—is destroyed, 
and thus the greater part of the ferti- 
lizing value of the bones is lost.—New 
Tork Times..

TREATMENT OF FROZEN TLANTS. 


"When tho days begin to lengthen, 
the cold begins to strengthen," is an 
old weatherwise saying which is so 
true that often the window plants 
which have oome through December 
unscathed will be frozen in January, 
writes "S. C." When one rises in the 
morning to find them ill such plight 
making up the fire and warming the 
room as soon as possible will be fatal 
to all but the most hardy. 
On the 
other hand, if they are removed to a 
closet or the cellar and allowed to 
thaw gradually in the dark, many of 
them will be injured .very little" 
I 
have frequently had geraniums come 
through the ordeal none the worse for 
it. 
Mauy persons cut the plants down 
at once, when they have been frosted, 
but this is not necessary with geran- 
iums or shrubby plants, ns they will 
usually put forth new leaves in a short 
time. 


Begonias thrive better than most 
plants in the warm air of the sitting 
room, and hence are favorite plants 
for thi^ window garden, but they are 
very husceptible to frost. 
A. few va- 
rieties, the Vernon and Weltoniensis 
among them, will sprout up from the 
roots alter being frozen down, but my 
experience with other kinds has been 
that it is useless to try to save them in 
such a case. 


Last winter J had hyacinths in full 
bloom frozen one very cold night. 
The hyacinth before it flowers will 
bear considerable freezing, but 
it 
seemed scarcely ¡possible to save the 
waxen bells of the flower spike. How- 
ever, they went into the woodbox as 
soon as its contents had been emptied 
into tho stove. 
A covering thick 
enou;ih to exclude ihe light, and also 
the air for some time, was thrown over 
it. 
After some hours I peeped in. 
They had thawed, but the spikes were 
drooping sadly. 
They were allowed 
to remain in the dark all day, and by 
the next morning scarcely showed the 
effects of the cold. 
Ae a precaution 
against freezing it is well to water 
sparingly in very cold weather. 
The 
few "green things growing" kept in 
the windows brighten the home so 
much in winter that it is always a pity 
to lose them. —New York Tribune. 


IRRIGATION OF GARDEN'S. 


The importance of irrigation of gar- 
dens and farm lands is a matter of 
rapidly increasing interest to those 
concerned. 
Irrigation has beeu some- 
what of a bugbear to farmers always, 
tho idea being that it required costly 
works and much labor to accomplish 
it, and it has always been associated 
with the utmost aridity of climate and 
toilsome cultivation of the soil. 
But 
if there are in existence any districts 
where more than in others the profits 
of the farm are greater, and the ease 
of cultivation greater, too, with tho 
certainty of 
maximum crops 
also 
greater, they are tho irrigated dis- 
tricts of the far East. 
Indeed, some 
of the causes of the depression in East- 
ern farming is due to the less cost of 
growing crops under irrigation, and 
the ability of tho farmers to sell the 
products of their farms at alow price, 
such as other •'farmers cannot afford to 
take. 
In fact, the time has come when 
irrigation must be made a practice 
wherever the water is available for it. 
For it is one of the laws of vegetable 
growth that this is in proportion to 
the quantity of water in the soil.

toward its final goal, tho great ocean; 


Lands thus embanked are quite 
common all over Europe, and are so 
productive of grass and the related 
crops—all used for feeding—as to pay 
the interest on a value of §1000 or 
$2000 an acre. 
If the irrigated lands 
of the great West have lowered the 
value of the Eastern farms, why should 
not these take the same method of 
cheapening their products, ^liilo the 
quantity is increased, and so restore 
the old values to them ? 
Irrigation,

OARE or THE COWS. 


Have you ever watched your cows 
on a bitter cold day sneak slowly up 
to the water trough where you have 
broken the ice and stick her tongue in 
the cold water several times until she 
got used to it, then take a little sip 
and a little more until she could stand 
no more of it. 
Then she will walk 
slowly over the frozen ground until 
she gets in the shelter of an old 
wagon, 
and 
there with her 
back 
humped up she will stand for two or 
three hours shivering until what feed 
she hap eaten has had time to warm 
that water up to a living temperature? 


How long ought it to take a sensible 
man to find out where all of his feed is 
going, no matter whether It is a milk 
cow or a dry one. 
Nearly every pound 
she eats is needed to warm that water, 
and littli? is left to repair the body, 
much less to make milk or fat of. The 
simplest kind ot a heating apparatus 
will cost not over ten cents a day to 
heat the water for a small herd twice 
a day. 
It will pay for itself twice over 
during the winter in food it will save 
and the milk it will allow the cows to 
make, and it will do the stfme in add- 
ing flesh to the other cattle, especially 
the young ones. 


Then go a step further and buy some 
boards to build a shed with that the 
poor things may have a dry place to 
stand and lie down uraler with a wind 
break against the cold i^iercing storms. 
These are not only acts of humanity, 
but they appeal dire^^tly to the pocket- 
book, 
They make the stacks of hay, 
tlie corn fodder and the meal bin go 
nearly twice as far, to say nothing of 
increasing the profits of the milch 
cows. 


If a liberal allowance of straw, leaves 
or other trash is scattered under the 
shed the amount of manure saved will 
far jnore than repay the cost and 
trouble of collecting it, while it great- 
ly adds to the comfort of the animals. 
If you are not too tired by this time,

FARSr AXD GAIIDBK NOTES, 


Dairymen should always remember 
it is daugerous to use tho milk from a 
sick cow. 


Get a good churn. 
They are plenty 
and cheap. 
Time is too precious to 
waste over a poor churn. 


If milk is properly 
pasteurized 
there is no cooked flavor present such 
as is noted in sterilized milk. 


In manipulating butter, never allow 
tho hands to come, in contact with it 
as their warmth melts and injures the 
grain. 


As the conclusion of various exper- 
iments, the cost of keeping a dairy 
cow, without roots or silage, is put at 
$35 a year- 


Young trees should be cultivated for 
some years after planting, as this is an 
essential condition of their making a 
vigorous growth. 


Now is a good time to cut out all 
useless, weak, or spindling wood in 
the orchard. 
A twig that can be cut 
with a knife now may require a saw 
next year. 


It is important that the cow should 
bo given a smooth surface for lying 
down. 
Dry bedding should be pro- 
vided and cold drafts of air excluded 
from the table. 


When packing apples for market 
preserve uniformity in size as much 
as possible. 
Select the largest and 
finest to form an extra fine quality to 
sell at a fancy ijrice. 


All young hogs in the orchard should 
be left unringed and free to root the 
soil as much as they liko, 
Kinging 
older hogs is sometimes necessary, as 
in a dry time old sows will get in the 
habit, if unringed, of gnawingthe bark 
of the trees and thus causing irrepar- 
able injury. 


The api^earance of moss on apple 
Trees shows that there is an excess of 
water in the soil. 
The land should be 
drained for orchards as for other crops. 
Stagnant water is of no benefit, 
A 
system of underdraining should be 
employed, so that the subsoil will hold 
more moifc^ture for the use of the roots. 


Every farmer should teach his boys 
the art of budding and grafting. 
Variety and quality of fruits in a small 
orchard may be greatly improved by 
judicious budding, and such work may 
be inade a pastime which will add in- 
terest to farm life and also increase 
the

•ooner the consumption of tho mealy 
tuber begins the sooner will the dread 
fangs of the dyspepsia appear. 


Dr. Edson In a rejoinder to Mr. Speed 
writes: 
I must quito agree with Mr. 
Speed In his condemnation of the pota- 
to. I am sorry to have to say anything 
against the humble tuber, but the truth, 
especially when It Is scientific, and 
more especially medico-sclentlflc, must 
be told. It is certain no one can at all 
times eat the potato with the assurance 
that It will do him no harm. 
•

The practice of feeding potatoes to In- 
fants and young children cannot be too 
severely condemned. 
A potato diet 
may not kill them outright at once, but 
It Is certain to injure their dlgesUvo 
organs permanently and effectually, so 
as to make their lives a burden to 
themselves and those who are brought 
In contact with them. 
Dr. Edson also 
contends tliat the potato Is very defi- 
cient in nutritive qualities, and has less 
value ris an article of food than most 
other vegetables and cereals. 


Mrs. Roror writes: 
I am not a po- 
tato prohibitionist, but I firmly believe 
that potatoes should be sfu'ved only 
with strongly-concentrated nitrogenous 
food, such as roasted beef, or. for the 
vegetarian, with beans, peas or lentils.

Water Scooi) Accident. 
Tho accide^nt to tlie water scoop on 
the New York Centrars 
locomotlvo 
which prevented the Empire State ex- 
press from making a record, says the 
New York Mail and Express, recalls the 
first experience of the offlclalg of that 
road with that device. 


General Manager Toucey and Super- 
intendent of Motive Power Buchanan 
undertook to try the method, and the 
latter agreed to run che locomotive on 
the occasion of the test, while the for- 
mer was to stand at a point where the 
water trough Dearan, so as to enable the 
flreman to drop the scoop at the right 
time. 
Mr. Buchanan moved his en- 
gine along, and when that point of the 
Crack was reached abreast of 
Mr. 
Toucey the scoop was lowered. Instead 
Df scooping up water the device tore j 
up the ground and created a smali- 
Blzed sensation among the onlooklng 
oiDcials. It was afterward discovered, 
on Investigation, that the scoop work- 
ed all right, but that Mr. Toucey had 
Inadvertently moved down the track 
and forgot to return to his assigned 
point 
Mr. Buchanan 
subsequently 
tried the scoop again, but he took pains 
that it was dropped at the right time. 


Another Instance of a similar naturo 


Is recalled of an inquisitive yardmaster 
of an Eastern line who wanted to see 
how a water scoop worked and got on 
the blind end of a baggage car next 
the tender to make his observations. 
The train struck the scoop going at full 
speed, the engineer not slowing down 
because he was behind time, but more 
especially because he was aware of the 
j'ardmaster's presence on the platform 
behind him.

killed and wounded out of thirty, and 
of the eight Avho escaped unhurt five 
had missiles strike either their cloth- 
ing or equipments. 
Only thii'ty-two 
marched oft' the Held under the flag of 
the regiment when relieved by the 
TM-elfth Corps. 
One of the Confed- 
erate regiments, 
the 
First 
Texas, 
Hood's 
division, which we encoun- 
tered in our 
advance 
through

cornfield, and which afterward occu- 
pied a position a little to our right, 
had 1H6 killed and wounded out of 
226 taken into action—a percentage 
of loss of 82.3."—Boston Globe.

The crown used at the coronation of 
Qneen Victoria in 1838, -which is said 
to be the heaviest and most 
nncom- 
I'ortuble diadem iu Euroi^e, 
contains 
1273 rose diamonds, 1363 brilliants, 
273 round j^earls, 4 large 
pendant- 
shaped pearls, 
1 immense ruby, i 
small rubies, 
1 large sap2jhire, 
26 
smaller sapphires and 11 
emeralds. 
The large ruby is set in the centre of 
a diamond Maltese cross at the 
front 
of the crown. 
This stone was 
given 
to Edward I by Dom Pedro the Gruel, 
and was worn by Henry V at the bat- 
tle of Agincourt, when it was set 
in 
his steel casque. 


It is peculiarly cut and its centre is 
hollowed out to form a setting fur a 
smaller ruby. 
Many 
of the 
stones 
Avere taken from old crowns, now un- 
used, and others were 
furnished 
by 
the queen herself. 
They 
are placed 
in settings of both gold and silver,and 
incase a crimson velvet cap with 
an 
ermine border. 
Four imperial arches 
sjiring from the four sides and 
sup- 
port the mount, Avhich is comijosed of 
438 diamonds, and the whole is 
sur- 
mounted by a diamond 
cross 
whoso 
centre is a single rose cut sapi^hire.

A French chemist, t>e Hemptinne, 
has suoceeflecl iu showing that eleotri* 
cal oscillations have a marked effect 
in modifying chemical i^rocesses» 


There is a salt vein iu Kansas at a 
depth of 900 feet, containing, accord- 
ing to a local statistician, enough salt 
to salt the world for a million years. 


It has recently been claimed that 
iron ships fitted M'ith electric plants 
suffer rapid deterioration of their pipes 
having direct connection with the sea, 
due to electrolytic action.

photograph in the w"orld is that -which 
has recently been prepared by Lon- 
don, Berlin and Parisian astronomers.

cooled to become the abode of plants 
and animals to be about 20,000,000 
years within limits of error ranging 
between

30,000,000 
fears. 
Prom 
similar physical data 
Olarenoe King has made an estimate 
nearly agreeing with this. 


A Bussian chemist is said to have 
discovered an aniesthetic several thou- 
iand times more powerful than chlo- 
roform, 
It volatilizes 
moat readily 
ind acts, when freely mixed with air, 
It great distances. 
Experiments are 
being made to see if it cannot be in- 
closed in bombs, which would have 
ihe extraordinary effect of anoostheti- 
dng instead of wounding an enemy. 


The best lighted city in the world 
is Hammerfest, in Norway, which is 
ilso the most northerly town in the 
vorld. 
Even the smallest cabin has 
:ts electric light, and during the polar 
light from the middle of November to 
February 1, the town is all aglow. 
The power is derived from three rivers, 
5o rapid that they do not freeze in 
iiid-winter, and so near the city that 
:ho light cau be furnished at very lit- 
tle cost. 


Observations have been made re- 
cently to determine the extent and 
:;aus« of the extraordinary deflection 
of the magnetic needle which takes 
place over a vast tract of central Bus- 
sia. 
The line selected for observa- 
tion was one of about S.IO miles, be- 
tween Moscow and 
Kharkov. 
The 
widest 
aberrations 
are 
found 
to 
exist in the province of Kursk, 
the 
capital of which is about 600 miles 
south of MOSCOAV. 
In the southeast 
portion of this province, about 150 
miles south of Tim, the needle is de- 
flected 
more than 96 degrees, 
and 
points almost due east and west instead 
of north and south. 


Qu«or Way to Ciitch Turtles. 


Most-^oynj^ers in tropical iseas^ are 
icquainted 
with a peculiar 
iish, 
E. 
remora, known generally by the triv- 
ial name of the "sucker." 
The dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of this 
fish 
is laziness. 
Unwilling to exert itself 
overmuch in the pursuit of food, 
it 
has developed an arrangement on the 
back of its head exactly like the cor- 
rugated solo of a tennis shoe, and 
as 
artificial in appearance as if made and 
fitted by the hand of man. 
When the 
sucker liuds itself in the 
vicinity 
oi 
any large floating body, 
such as a 
ship, a shark, or a piece 
of 
flotsam, 
whose neighborhood seems 
to prom- 
ise an abundance of food, it attaches 
itself lirmly thereto by means of 
this 
curious contrivance, which ¡hermits it 
to eat, breathe and perform all neces- 
sary functions 
while 
being 
carried 
about without any exertion on its part. 
It can attach and detach itself instan- 
taneously, and holds so firmly that a 
direct backward pull cannot 
dislodge 
It without injury to the iish. 
The 
Chinese, who have successfully trained 
the cormorant and the 
otter 
to 
fish 
for them, have taken the remora 
in 
band with the happiest results, 
Sev- 
eral good-sized specimens having been 
caught, small iron rings are fitted to 
their tails,to which are attached long, 
slender, but very strong, lines. 
Thus 
equipped the iishermeii set 
out, 
and 
when a basking turtle is seen, two ui 
three of the suckei's are slipijed over- 
board. 
¡Should they turn anj.1 stick to 
the bottom of the snmpan, 
they 
are 
carefully detached by 
being 
pushed 
forward with the inevitable bamboo, 
and started on the search again. 
At 
last they attach themselves to the su- 
pine turtle, 
>Then the iishermen haul 
in the lines, 
against 
which 
gentle 
suasion the hapless Chelone struggles 
iu vain. 
Once on board the 
lugger 
the useful remora is 
detached, 
and 
is at once ready for use again.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

VEBE BOUND TOR THE KLONDIKE 


The Holou W. Almy Carried Twenty- 
fiovou 
X*n8sonirors and a Crovr oi 
Fourteen—No Hope That XUoy Es- 
caped In tho Small Boats. 


San Francisco, March 23.—Upon the 
iLrrival of the Paciftc Coast Steamship 
company's steamer Santa Rosa from 
San Diego yesterday the news was re- 
delved of another terrible accident In- 
directly attributable to the Alaskan 
(fold excitement, which Is believed to 
¿ave cost the lives of 40 passengers 
^nd sailors. 


Captain Alexander, of 
the 
Santa 
Hosa, reported that early yesterday 
morningr, while nine miles off 
Point 
Bonlta, at the mouth of the Golden 
Gate, he siRhted a derelict, bottom up. 
The tug Sea Witch was immediately 
dispatched to the point indicated and 
found the derelict to be the bark Helen 
W. Almy, Captain Hogan, which sail- 
ed hence for Copper river points \vith 
27 passengers and a crew of 13 on Sun- 
day last. 


The bark lay upon her 
starboard 
side, with her stern low In the water, 
her deck hamper badly \vrecked and 
several planks of her hull 
washed 
loose by the seas which broke over her. 
While there were no signs of boats 
among the wreckage, it is not believed 
t h a t her passengers and crew escaped 
il>y putting off from the vessel In them, 
^s there has been very heavy seas for 
several days. 
Furthermore, no word 
has been received from the survivors. 
If any exist, although the derelict was 
sighted within ten miles of the shore, 
and fully 60 hours have passed since 
the wreck occurred. 


According to the tugboat men there 
was a pretty stiff breeze when the 
Almy sailed out of Golden Gate on 
Sunday last, and by noon It was blow- 
ing a gale. 
She left here under top- 
sails, and when last seen was standing 
out for an oiling.
